BABIES  OF  COLOR. 


•  By  having  SEX  with  someone 
who  is  infected  with  the 
AIDS  virus.  (That's  because 
the  virus  lives  in  blood,  a 
man's  "sperm"  and  a 
woman's  vaginal  secretions.) 

•  By  SHARING  NEEDLES  used  to 

shoot  drugs.  (That's  because 
dirty  needles  and  syringes 
("works")  contain  blood 
which  could  be  infected 
with  the  AIDS  virus.) 

•  An  INFECTED  PREGNANT 

woman  can  pass  the  aids 
virus  on  to  her  baby.

•  BLOOD 

•  A  MAN'S  "SPERM" 

•  A  WOMAN'S  VAGINAL 
SECRETIONS  (SEXUAL  FLUIDS) 

You  can  not  get  AIDS  from: 

•  Donating  Blood 

•  Shaking  Hands 

•  Hugging 

•  A  Kiss  on  the  Cheek 

•  Eating  utensils 

•  Drinking  Fountains 

•  Toilet  Seats 

•  Swimming  Pools 

•  Mosquito  Bites 
aids  is  NOT  in  the  air 


aids  can  be  prevented! 

Don't  be  scared  of 
AIDS.. .protect  yourself. 

Here's  how: 

•  Know  your  sexual  partner. 
Having  more  partners 
increases  your  risk  of 
getting  infected  with  the 
AIDS  virus.  But  remember,  a 
person  can  be  infected  with 
the  AIDS  virus  and  still  look 
healthy. 

•  Use  a  latex  condom  (rubber) 
and  spermicide  to  reduce 
the  risk  of  infection. 

•  If  you  shoot  drugs,  get  help. 
If  you  shoot  drugs,  do  not 
share  needles  or  syringes 
("works").  Call  an  AIDS  or 
Drug  Hotline  for  help.
